Charlefown, Fune 20. We have been favoured with the 
following account of Penfacola: 

«© On the morning of the ninth of March, a Spanifh fleet 
confifting of thirty-two fail, one 64 gun fhip, fix frigates, and 
five or fix row-gallies included, appeared off the bar of Penfa- 
cola, on board of which was General Galvez with about 2500 
men, and in the night landed the greateft’ part of them upon 
St Rofe IMand. On the vith, they erected.@ fix-gan battery, 
which prevented the fhip Mentor ‘and floop Port Royal from 
lying in their proper ftations for the defence of the harbour. 
On the 18th an armed brig and three row gallies came in 
through the Point Channel, and on the enfuing day the whole 
leet, one 64. gun fhip excepted, having both wind and tide in 
their favour, followed them, through a heavy fire from the 
royal navy redoubt on the Red Cliffs, and came to anchor in- 
fide St Rofe’s Ifland. On the 22d, they landed upon Tartar 
Point, and were joined by Colonel Efpilletta with S00 men 
from Mobille, and on the 23d by 18 tranfports from New Or- 
leans, having on board 1300 men.” On the 26th the enemy’s 
fleet came up and anchored a little below the town, oppofite 
to Sutton’s Lagoon; where on the 28th they landed their 
whole force, and from thence on the goth moved to Neil’s 
Meadows, about a mile and a half from Fort George ; here 
they were attacked by the Indians, who were fapported by the 
light troops and two field pieces under the command of Capr. 
Johnftone, and driven from their polt with contiderable lofs on 
their fide ; among their killed was one Colonel; the Indians 
brought four drums off the field, and a number of mufkets. Oa 
the 12th of April our troops made a fally from the garrifon on 
an advanced party of the enemy, and forced them to retreat. 
General Galvez was wounded, and a number of his men kil- 
Jed. On this occafion we loft one fubaltern. On the toth a 
fleet appeared, confiffing of 11 fhips of the line and four fri- 
gates, Spanith, four thips of the line, one frigate, one armed 
brig and a cutter, French, in all 22 fail, having on board g000

‘fren, including the marines, which they landed on the 22d. 


"Phe arrival of this reinforcement, there is every reafon to be- 
lieve, prevented General Galvez from raifing the fiege, and re- 
imbarking his troops. On the night between the 28th and 
29th the enemy having completed a covert way from the place 
of theirJanding, to a height about 1500 yards from our vuter 
redoubt, they began a battery which was opened on the 2d of 
May, and did fome damage to our works, whicli, however, were 
always repaired in the night. A number of fullies were mad 
after that of the r2th of April by the befieged, m which the 
enemy always fuffered confiderably, but none of confequence 
till the 6th of May, when one hundred men, commanded by 
Major M‘Donald, about twelve o’cluck, with fixed bayonets, 
attacked and drove 800 or 900 of them from their works, 
which they had advanced within about 600 yards of our outer 
redoubt, made one captain, two fubalterns, and four privates

prifoners, killed three officers and about fifty men, fpiked fvé 
pieces of brafs cannon, and fet fire to their works, with the fols ¢ 
of only one ferjeant killed, and two privates woundeds. On the 
8th, about nine o'clock, by fume accident; the magazive of 
the outer raloubt was blown up, by which the rédoubt, with 
a great part of our artillery ftores, was entixely deftroyed, 
and upwards of one haodred men killed, In confequence of 
this a parley was beat, articles of capitulation were agreed up= 
on; and, on the 11th, the garrifon marched out, to the num- 
her of 800 men, including the feamen of both fhips, and laid 
down their arms to General Galvez. The garrifon then fome 
hundreds Jefs than the enemy acknowledged to have loft during 
the fiese.

the illiberal mode of education. that prevails in private families 
of this country. What. pity is it that there fhould be fo mach 
occafion for fick a Gomiptainr,-in 2 couttry #6 cuilightenedy and 
fo diftinguithed as the land of liberty} “Phe fatal confequences 
refulting from this evil, now mentioned, to the youth of this 
kingdom who are’ of fupérior rank, mult appear,pbvious to.every 
one of the leatt reflection. Can love or eftcent for learning pe 
expected from the youth who are taught, by example, from 
their earlieft years, to treat their teachers‘ with fuch particular 
incivility and difrefpe& as they generally micet with? Why 
do not parents reflec, that, by ufing thet in this‘manner, 
they take the moft effectual method to make their children de- 
fpife every thing which they profefs to teath'them? The un- 
happy youth may thus be reluctantly dragged along the common 
courfe of education; but, fo far from coseradting a love and 
regard for their ftudics, they malt rejoice-when they are ref- 
cued from fach flavith thraldom, and ever aftér look back upop 

them with contempt ahd averfion. This may be ope reafo 
why fo few among the firft rank of our people apply themielves 





_to the cultivation of polite learning. "But ¢h@ evil dogs riot relt 


here. It affeéts, in a mofe extenfive manner,’ the highgit in- 
terclts both of Church and Srate. Pe) ee 

It is to be regretted, that this moft ufeful elafs of men, who 
are fo illiberally treated, are the very: perfons who are'defigned 
to be the minifters of our religion, the advocatés of divine truth, 
aod the meflengers of Heaven to men. ‘Why are fach perfons 
allowed to affume fo venerable and important a ¢haracter. while 
they are in fuch a fervile fituation? Why, ‘ye mafters of fami+ 
lies, do ye fo difhonour your God andthe religion of your 
country, by allowing fuch men to addrefs Heaven im the name 
of a company, or congregation, among whom you ungeneroufly 


make them fo little efteemed? Though this oughe not juftly to |: 


impede their ufefulnefs,-or difhonour divine worthip, yet, in 
the eyes of the world, it néver fails to do both molt materially. 


“With the bulk -of mankind, it is: netthe istriafic-worth, or’4 


merit of a man, but his. name and ftation, that are chiefly re- 


' garded. - Befides this, [ cannot fee anyother good reafon why 


thefe young men fhould not be permitted, ‘and even called wp- 
on, to exercife their function in this refpect. .

Confcious that he-does nor difcharge 
his duty‘as he could with, frony being diftegarded by othets, he 
even begiws to view himfelf in 4 mean lighe; rand ts in danger 
of defeending to what is unworthy of histharaéter. His fpirit 
droops ; his enetgy of mind, and every re to honour and 
to honcft fame, are deadened and deprefled.* In fhort, toa 
young man of confcious merit and unaffuming modetty, its u- 
fual attendant, I know not a fituation more trkfome- and difé 
couraging. And 1 doubt not that many a well-difpofed and 
ingenious youth, who may have had previous accels to know 
its diiliculties, is thus prevented from profecuting his ftudies, 
from diftinguithing himfelf in the literary world, and from be- 
coming an ornament to the Charch and to his country.
